It could not be learned whether 
federal authorities have considered 
the possibility, which might entail 
a redraft of the proposals made 
when the conference first met last 
August. There has been no indica- 
tion from any source that such a 
plan has already been advanced by 
the Dominion.

mittee adjourned for the week-end, 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
seid the discussions which were re- 
sumed Thursday had been devoted 
to a clarification of the federal and 
provincial positions, 

From the meagre _ information

Federal authorities have made 
it clear they do not want to move 
out of practically any of the tax 
fields they now occupy,

Canada’s proportionately more gen- 
erous financial aid to Britain was 
cited by Senator H. Alexander 
Smith (Rep., N.J.) yesterday as an 
argument for approval of the United 
States agreement to lend the United 
| Kingdom $3,750,000,000. 

IN A SENATE SPEECH announc- 
jing his support of the loan, Sen. 
Smith said: 

“The loan is not without prece- 
dent. Canada already has provided 
for a loan to Britain of $1,200,- 
|000,000. This amounts to almost

“DESPITE THE general feeling 
Of pessimism that seems to be prev- 
alent the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment still believes that a satis- 
fectory agreement will be achieved. 
Such an agreement should be on 
the basis of putting the provinces 
in a position to discharge constitu- 
tional functions rather than on a 
basis of trading with the object of 
centralizing the taxing power at Ot. 
tawa, 

The submission said that at the 
first meeting of the federal and 
provincial governments in August, 
1945, it was proposed that the dom- 
inion pay the provinces the sum of 
$i2 per capita annually on the basis 
of 1941 population, in lieu of pres- 
ent statutory subsidies apd pay- 
ments, 

Last January, the Dominion pro- 
posed to increase its grant to $15 
per capita based on the 1942 popu- 
lation. 

Saskatchewan would have, on the 
basis of the 1941 population, re- 
ceived $13,440,000. On the basis of 
the 1942 population it would re- 
ceive $12,720,000. 

“SASKATCHEWAN is the only 
province that loses through substi- 
tution of the new plan,” the brief 
said. “In almost every instance 
the gains to the other provinces 
are very substantial. ?.. 

“It is unthinkable that people 


should be prejudiced by the acci- 
dent of living in one part of the 
country rather than another.”

strife and friction is fomented or 
machine-made fanatics rave at each 
other about their rival ideologies”. 

Observing that the once bitter 
enmity between the Scots and Eng- 
lish was a thing of the past, 
Churchill continued: 

“Now the unity of the British 
Isles, and indeed of the Empire and 
of the entire English speaking 
world is such as to make it uncon- 
querable and to insure its being 
able to deliver its message of 
human pilgrimage in generation 
after generation, in sunlight or in 
storm, however the wind might 
biow.” 

CHURCHILL said that mankind 
cannot “in its present plight bear 
new shocks and quarrels without 
descending to altogether cruder 
and primordial forms,” and went 
on: 

“Yet we do not know that the 
hatreds and confusion which 
abound will not confront us with 
even harder trials than those we 
have so narrowly and painfully sur- 
vived. 

“There never was a time when a 
breathing space was more needed— 
a blessed convelescence—a truce of 
God and man.”

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A Timely Report 

The report of City Architect Maxwell C. 
Dewar on the park development of the area 
from 100 street to Thornton Court on the 
south side of Jasper avenue is timely and 
intelligent. No statement of what this area 
urgently needs could be put more clearly or 
emphatically. 

As The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed 
out for years, Mr. Dewar urges the immed- 


iate acquisition of the property in this area | 


not already owned by the city to forestall 
private developments that would make the 
park project more costly, or even prohibi- 
tive. 

He suggests that the entire area be 
landscaped as a park, that an apartment 
block and restaurant be erected at the ex- 
treme east end and that an underground 
parking garage and a comfort station be 
installed under the park area. Under his 
plan, the east-west roadway before the 
Macdonald hotel would be widened to 66 feet 
and the Thornton Court road would be simi- 
larly widened. 

With these details of development almost 
every Edmonton citizen will be in complete 
accord. What most people are interested in 
is a good plan—any good plan—that will 
beautify this area and save it from its pres- 


ent slum conditions which never better them- | 
selves but actually spread their taint to ad- | 


jacent property. If slum conditions are un- 
checked, they can spread as rapidly as an 
epidemic. 

That is why the part of Mr, Dewar’s re- 
port which will appeal to citizens most is 
stressing of the need for immediate action. 
Edmonton is now entering into a period of 


private building development. Once private | 


individuals begin operations in this area, the 
park plan will be seriously jeopardized. 


Mr, Dewar’s report is an excellent one. | 


The mayor and city council will only be ful- 
filling their pledges to city electors if they 
act upon it without delay. 


A Case for Compromise 


The key question that is being discussed 
at the Dominion-provincial conference is 
whether the provinces will relinquish to the 
Dominion the exclusive right to levy certain 
taxes which they gave up temporarily under 
the wartime agreements, These agreements 
will run out during the summer. The confer- 
ence will have to decide what the financial 
set-up is to be when they expire. 

The chief items in the list of taxes in 
question are personal income taxes, corpor- 
ation taxes, and succession duties. From 
these the Dominion drew and is drawing re- 
venue for 1945 estimated at $1,555,814,222. 
Total Dominion revenue for the 1945-6 year 
was forecast as $2,515,000,000. 

Roughly, ebout three-fifths of all the 
money collected by the Dominion is collected 
through these three taxes, Quite understand- 
ably, the provinces do not want to part with 
such rich sources of revenue unless they get 
substantial compensation from the federal 
treasury in the shape of subsidies. How large 
these subsidies should be is the bone of con- 
tention. 

A fact that has not been sufficiently em- 

’ phasized is that there is a limit to the sub- 
sidies the Dominion can pay. The limit can- 
not be determined far in advance, but that 
it exists is not in question. There would be 
no point.in the Dominion securing these re- 
venue sources if it had to hand the proceeds 
over to the provinces. As well, in that event, 
leave the provinces to do their own tax-col- 
lecting. 

But neither is the Dominion free to tell 
the provinces to keep the taxes if they are 
not willing to accept such compensation as it 
can pay and still have a good proportion o. 
the proceeds left. One way or another, fed- 
eral revenues will have to be larger, far 
larger, than they ever have been, And the 
tax-payer is the party who will have to pro- | 
vide that revenue, 

There are carrying charges to be met on 
a national debt of more than $14,000,000,000. 
The services provided by the national gov- 
ernnient must be carried on. Public works 
programs will have to be undertaken on a 
far broader scale than heretofore. If social 
security—including old age pensions, family 
allowances, health services—is to be exclus- 
ively or mainly a federal responsibility, the 
cost will run into hundreds of millions of 
dollars per year and in the main it will be 
expenditure under an entirely new heading 
as compared with pre-war spendings, 

Quite clearly, the readjustment of finan- 
cial responsibilities and relations between 
the Dominion and the provinces will have to 
be made in a spirit of eompromise if it is 
to be made at all, An obdurate stand-out at- 
titude on either side would be fatal. Fatal 
not only to the eonferernce but to the hope 
of making ends meet at Ottawa and at pro- 
vincial capitals without subjecting the tax- 
payers to still heavier burdens.

The four foreign ministers have 
one advantage in their work as 
compared with their colleagues 
who have been wrangling in the 
Security Council sessions in New 
York. Their meetings will be held 
in private. Many people have hail- 
ed the open diplomacy adopted at 
the UN meetings as a triumph for 
democracy and as a valuable factor 
in achieving world peace. But it is 
beginning to be realized that the 
glare of publicity which plays upon 
the United Nations is a double- 
edged weapon, 

The advantage of these public 
discussions is two-fold. First of all, 
they have an educative effect upon 
public opinion, Secandly, they com- 
pel all countries save Russia to 
advance policies with some regard 
to the public opinion of the world.

Yet there is 
the possibility that stares us in the 
face today, And strangely enough, 
the prospect is not as disturbing as 
one might have supposed. For the 
peace has largely made itself. 

All of Eastern Europe has fallen 
willy-nilly into the Russian sphere 
of influence and is reorganizing 
itself as best it can under various 
forms of totalitarian dictatorship. 
Western Europe, though less de- 
cisively, is grouping itself under 
the general guidance and protec- 
tion of Britain and the United 
States.

However, the statesmen 
who met in Vienna in 1815 estah- 
lished a Europeaff system which, 
with minor wars and modifications, 
lasted for 100 years and gave 
Europe the most prosperous and 
progressive period she ever knew, 
The Treaty of Versailles, with all 
its faults, was at least an honest at- 
tempt to settle the peoples and 
races of Europe within frontiers 
which did justice to the interes‘s 
and traditions of the inhabitants. 

It will be a sad commentary upon 
our generation if, as may well be 
the case, no peace treaty is ever 
signed and if the cessation of war 
brings us, not the solid peace which 
hundreds of millions impotently de- 
sire, but merely a few years of 
uneasy distrust before the out- 
break of the next war.

Editor, Bulletin—Ever gince | 
came home from Europe last Sept- 
ember, I have been reading an 
awful lot about the “Great Housing 
Problem.” Being one of the “wel- 
come home boys” and also being 
without a home, I have been very 


jinterested in the gigantic plans that 


have not been made to alter the 
disgraceful situation that Canada 
has allowed herself to fall into. 

I remember when England faced 
the problem of how to deal with 
the flying bomb, doodle bug, buzz 
bomb or pilotless plane, call it 
what you will, suggestions poured 
in from all over the country, Grant- 
ed, some of them were fantastic, 
but, on the other hand, some were 
quite sane, and after a few adjust- 
ments, were employed and helped 
with the National Problem, 

Most of us, at some time or 
other, have been asked, “What 
would you do?” or we have skid to 
ourselves, “I know what I would 
do” when a problem arises. Well, 
the problem has arisen, and here 
is what I would do, 

The powers that be tell us that 
it is on account of the shortage 
of material that they cannot build 
—I wonder now? Being a daily 
commuter and travelling practical- 
ly from one end of Edmonton to 
the other, has given me an excel- 
lent picture of the material short- 
age. If there is any shortage it is 
because it is being doled out to the 
highest bidder for many non-es- 
sential projects. The first step I 
would take would be to prohibit 
the issuing of all building permits 
with the exception of those for 
houses, flats and apartments, 

Shortage of labor seems to be 
another excuse for the position we 
find ourselves in, It sounds very 
foolish, especially when we hear 
that there are several thousand un- 
employed in Edmonton, I wonder 
just how many men we have in the 
army in Canada at present; maybe 
10,000 and maybe 50,000. No matter 
how many there are, I think that 
they could be put to better use than 
they are at present. I feel sure 
that there must be an awful lot of 
skilled men amongst those soldiers, 
such as electricians, plumbers, car- 
penters, steam fitters and brick- 
layers. I would gather these ski!- 
led men in different schools and 
have them instruct our idle army 
in these different trades, These 
would be the men to help Canada 
out of her difficulty, They ww. id

LEXANDER THE GREAT is recorded as having once 
summoned a certain philosopher to his court so that 
he might be guided by his learned advice. After a while, 
however, the adviser was unceremoniously dismissed, and 
when one of his courtiers inquired why, Alexander replied: 
“Because he never reproved me.” 


This story has a special meaning for those who seem 
to believe that churches should not “harp upon” the weak- 
ness and sinfulness of man, but should bolster his self- 
esteem and say to him, in effect, ‘God does not expect so 
| much from you.” The truth—uncomfortable or not—is 
that God expects a great deal from His creatures, and that 
the church is bound constantly to remind them of this. 


Going to church on Sundays, being a good worker, 
a law-abiding citizen, a good parent or son or daughter, 
are far from being the sum total of Christian living. Some 
apparently very “good” men and women are also very bad 
sinners, although their sins may be secret and known 
only to God. It is for such, especially, to beware of turn- 
ing to religion for flattery or self-exculpation rather than 
for stern reminders that man must abjure evil in any form, 
and make amends for his sins if he expects to be acceptable 
to God at the hour of judgment.

A professional players union is, 


tee upon the generous manner in 
which they had met the appeal to 
reduce the transfer fees of players 
wherever possible. The general de- 
sire to assist the players in obtain- 
ing engagements has greatly helped. 

Still, the Players Union was push- 
ing the league very hard on several 
points, and a period began when 
recourse had to be made to legal 
action to defend certain rights and 
get the position between club and 
player clarified, with the result 
that the principles embodied in the 
retain and transfer system were 
established in law. 

The harmony between the Foot- 
ball League and the Players Union 
is clearly visible by the action of 
the league, recommending to all its 
clubs to approve the issuing of 
special passes to the executive 
members of the union granting free 


real outstanding feature, that of 
exposing would-be bribers. The 
union members quickly put a stop 
to this practice. 

The greatest confliction by union 
officials and the management of 
football came away back in 1910 
when a crisis arose over the affilia- 
tion of the Players Union with the 
Federation of Trades Unions. A 
national strike of players was 
threatened unless it was approved, 
but the management committee was 
determined to sanction no such al- 
liance, The clubs in collaboration 
with the Football Association, were 
solid in support of this policy and} 
|the players were informed that it 
would not be tolerated. Governing 
bodies and clubs were agreed that 
they could not be at the mercy of a 
federation of trades unions which 
might call a suspension of football, 
because of a strike in any of the 
associated trades, In the end this 
view was accepted and everything 
was smoothed out,
